the  three.  The  flat  silver  cigarette 
case,  traced  in  “engine-turned”  stripes 
with  a small  sejuare  for  initials  or  a 
monogram,  is  what  style  dictates  to- 
day. It  is  in  much  bi'tter  taste  than 
if  the  match  safe,  fa.stened  to  the  end 
of  the  watch  chain,  the  belt  buckle  and 
the  cigarette  case  were  not  of  the 
same  design  and  metal.
